People Die from Heat in London and 
Freeze in Austria. 

London, August 15.—A great heat wave 
has prevailed throughout England and 
France during the last three days, the 
thermometer’in London registering 8&5 de- 
grees Fahrenheit im the shade and 127 de- 
grees in the sun. On Saturday a large 
number of persons suffering from sun- 
stroke were admitted to the hospitals. In 
addition to the intense heat a dense fog 
in the Englfsh channel has caused much 
inconvenienee.

Warm Reply Sent in Answer to a

HOT ENGAGEMENT THURSDAY 


Artillery Engagement Between Coame and

AMERICANS AMMUNITION GIVES OUT 


One Gun Belonging to United States 
Battery Was Compelled To With- 
draw from an Advanced

Coamo, August 13.—(Delayed in Trans- 
mission.)—General Wilson last night sent 
an officer under a flag of truce to 
Aibonito to demand the surfender of that 
place, Colonel Nuevillas, the Spanish com- 
mander, received the American officer in an 
affable manner and listened attentively to 
the demand, His answer was positive and 
brief. 

“Tell the American general,” he 
said, “‘if he doesn’t desire further shed- 


ding of blood to remain where he is.” 


General Wilson moved one Lancaster 


battery out to the _ front yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of shelling the 
Spanish position on the crest of the moun- 
tain at the head of the pass through which 
the road winds. 

The enemy occupies a position of great 
natural strength, protected by seven lines 
of intrenchments and a battery of two 
Howitzers. The Spaniards were eager for 
the fray and earlier in the day had fired 
upon Colonel Biddle, of the engineer, corps, 
who, with a platoon of troop C, of New 
York, was reconnoitering in their right 
flank. 


As our battery rounded a curve in 
the road 2,000 yards away the enemy 
epened an artillery and infantry fire. 

Four companies of the Third Wisconsin, 
which were posted on the bluffs to the right 
of the road, were not permitted to respond 
to the infantry fire. 


Advanced in Face of Fire. 

The guns advanced at a gallop in the 
face of a terrific fire, were unlimbered and 
were soon hurling shell and shrappel at 
the enemy at a lively rate, striking the 
emplacements batteries and intrenchments 
with the rhythmic regularity of a trip- 
hammer. The enemy soon abandoned one 
gun, but continued to serve the other at 
intervals for over an hour.

WANT TO SUCCEED THE POPE. 
Intrigues Among Those Eligible for 
His Holiness’ Place. 

Rome, August 14.—The pope’s eatreme 
weakness has produced a gréat commotion, 
excitement and intrigues among the mem- 


bers of the Sacred college. It is reported 


that. France, Germany and Austria, as lLe- 
ing chiefly concerned in the accession to 
the papacy, have ordered their. representa- 
tives not to leave Rome. 

Dr. Lapomni, the pope’s physician, thinks 
there is no danger if the pope is able to 
pull through the hot weather. All the mem- 
bers of the family of the pope have hurried 
to Rome. 

His Holiness on Friday insisted upon get- 
ting up. but soon had to be carried to bed 
again in a state of partial collapse. He 
does not suffer from any specific affection, 


but only from debility. 
ITALY SENDS CONGRATULATIONS 


Baron Fava Wires Good Wishes to 
President McKinley. 
Washington, August 14.—The United 
States government today received the first 
coneratulaticns from aé foreign power 
upon the successful termination of the 
war with Spain. 
The congratulations came from Italy, 
through the Italian ambassador, Baron 
Fava. He communicated to the state de- 
partment today by direction of his gov- 
ernment in expression of cordial satisfac- 
tion of Italy at the prompt signature of 
the preliminaries of peace together with 
the wish of the Italian government, that 
after the war conducted with conspicuous 
gallantry by the United States, this country 
might enjoy the benefits of peace. 
Ambassador Fava, in presenting the 
views of his government, expressed the 
hope that they would be communicated as 
soon as possible to the president.

_ So flerce wag the fusillade that others 
doubtless sustained wounds of more or 
less seriousness, but in the terrible confu- 
sion following the pitched battle were able 
to get away undetected. 

The fight was one of the bloodiest and 
most stubbornly contested in the criminal 
annals of the state. The officers of the 
law did not escape injury, Sheriff Fisher 
being painfully wounded in the hand and 
two of his deputies crippled by the wild 
shots of the negroes. 

For some time past the negroes in the 
employ of the Atlanta Lumber Company’s 
mills at Bayboro have been in the habit 
of congregating near the mill buildings 
Saturday nights for the purpose of gam- 
bling away the proceeds of their week’s 
labor. The utmost license reigned, and 
while for some time past the officers have 
known of the defiance of the law, there 
has been difficulty in reaching the offenders, 
as sentinels were carefully posted at Moul- 
trie and the contingent roads to watch 
for any movements on the part of a posse 
and immediately report them to their com- 
rades, who would disperse before the of- 
ficers arrived on the scene. 


Sheriff Organizes Posse, 


But last night Sheriff Fisher Played in 
better luck. Early in the week he deter- 
mined on a strong effort for the suppres- 
sion of this outrage, and communicated his 
plans to thirteen of the nerviest and most 
resolute men of Moultrie, whom he swore 
in as deputies and notified to hold them- 
selves in readiness for action Saturday 
night. He did not, at the time, know the 
extent of the work which he had under- 
taken, or a larger force would have been 
provided and the entire gang of gamblers 
corralled. 

Word was secretly passed around to those 
selected for the raid in the earlier hours 


of the evening, 


at the appointed time 
the fourteen men assembled in Moultrie, 
and choosing the darkest and most obsgure 
paths, set out for the mills in buggies and 
wagons armed to the teeth and determined 
to break up the gambling. For some rea- 
son the vigilance of the outlaws had been 
relaxed, or long immunity from inter- 
ference had made them reckless, for the 
officers met no opposition until they ar- 
rived on the scene of the revelry. 


There Was High Revelry. 


The proceedings of the negroes before 
they found themselves discovered are de- 
scribed as riotous. They occupled a large 
open space, fringed by a dense forest, and 
‘lit here and there with torches and im- 
provised lanterns. Between eighty and 
eighty-five altogether were split up into jit- 
tle groups, huddled here and there, indus- 
triously rattling dice in the crap game 
or excitediy indulging in all eames imag- 
inable in which cards play a part.

The surprise was com- 
plete and for a moment every gambler 
seemed powerless to comprehend what was 


going on. 
The Battle Was Fierce. 


Then pandemonium broke loose. Spring- 
ing to their feet witn yells of fury and 
fear, the half-intoxicated wretches drew 
their weapons and a fearful battle began 
between them and the little baker’s dozen 
there to enforce the law. 

Those who did not possess firearms seized 
and 


clubs, bricks or any other weapon, 


fought frenziedly for freedom and re- 
venge. 

It is marvelous that so few of the offi- 
cers were wounded, for the bullets sang 
and whistled about their_heads like hail. 
Fortunately the lights were extinguished 
in the confusion and the desperate ne- 
groes, firing indiscriminately to the right 
and left, hit many of their own compan- 
ions. The officers quickly formed into a 
squad, and directed by the flashes from 
the weapons of their foes, directed a 
deadly and well-aimed fire into the midst 
of the latter. The drunken brutes yelled 
and screamed in agony as.the balls struck 
home, and in the terrible darkness more 
than one incoherently shouted prayer was 
heard, 

Finally the negroes lost heart and a unil- 


versal stampede began. In a few minutes 
the scene was clear except for the dead 
and dying. The sheriff and his posse, in 
guarding and tended the wounded and pris- 
oners, were unable to bring news of the

COUNTERFEITERS ARRESTED. 


MAKERS OF IMITATIONS OF PA- 
PER MONEY NICELY CAUGHT. 


Gang Has Put Into Circulation a Series 
of Two-Dollar Bills Which Were 
Long Being Detected. 


Washington, August 14.—Information has 
been received by Chief Wilkie, of the treas- 
ury secret service, of the arrest Friday 


and Saturday at Detroit, Mich., of a gang 


of counterfeiters whose .operations have 
given the government considerable trouble. 
They are Charles, Edward and David John- 
son. with headquarters at 795 Twenty-sixth 
street, frorn which, through the efforts of 
Secret Service Operative Webb, the de- 
partment has secured some of the impor- 
tant paraphernalia used by the men. 

Charles and Edward were arrested on 
Friday on the charge of passing coun- 
terfeit quarters and this was followed up 
Saturday by the arrest of David, and a 
search of the premises where the coun- 
terfeiters’ outfit was secured. Chief Wilkie 
regards the arrest as a most important 
one, as he identifies the men with the 
issues of the Hancock and Windom $2 coun- 
terfelts which have been circulated freely 
in the west and also in the east during the 
last eight years. 

At the headquarters of the gang the 
officials recovered the face and back plates 
from which the Hancock counterfeit was 
made and also the plates for making the 
large and small seals on these bills. There 
were also taken fifty $2 Hancock and five 
hundred $2 Windom bills—the latter being 
regarded as the best all-around counter- 
feit which made its appearance up to 
the discovery of the $100 silver certificates 
in the spring of last year. The men treat- 
ed these notes with glycerin before they 
were put out, which gave them the ap- 
pearance of having been in use for some 
time and made their detection almost an 
impossibility. The Hancock $2 counterfeit 
appeared first in the west in 189 and later 
in the east. The discovery of it caused 
the government to recall the issue and 
replaced it with the Windom note of simi- 
lar denomination in December, 184. A 
counterfeit of this issue was discovered in 
1894 and its appearance is chargeable to 
the gang which has just been apprehended. 
The bureau officials at Detroit hope to 
secure the plates from which the note is 
printed. 

Charles Johnson, who is said to be 
at the head of the gang, is about sixty- 
three yedrs of age and according to the 
statements of the secret service officials 
here has spent considerable time in prison 
for counterfeiting. 

‘The officials connect the Johnson family, 
one of the brothers of which—Thomas R.— 
is dead, with the issue of a number of 
counterfeits that have appeared from time 
to time, including the $5 Jackson legal ten- 
der, the $20 legal tender of 1862, and the 
$5 Grant silver certificate in 1888, besides 
the counterfeit of some issues of Canadian 
notes. 

The officials believe they have a clear 
case against the older brother and strong 
suspicions regarding the guilt of the young- 
er ones. 

One of the Namé Serving a Term. 

Detroit, Mich., August 14.—A fourth mem- 
ber of the Johnson family, John, the 
youngest, ts now serving a long sentence in 
the Kingston penitentiary in Canada. Af- 
ter the arrest the officers made several 
fruitless searches Tor the pilates. Finally a 
crack was noticed in the floor near the 
baseboard and on inserting a knife blade, 
a spring was touched which caused the 
baseboard to move, revealing a smal} cab- 
inet in which the plates for Hancock and 
Windom counterfeits were found. The offi- 
cers claim to have secured between $7,000 
and $10,000 of the counterfeit biils.

T00 MUCH PAID FOR PEACE 


People Realize That the Surrender Has 
Cost Too Much Territory, 


THE PUBLIC MIND 1S STUNNED 


General Blanco Informs the Govern- 
ment That Havana Is Greatly 
Agitated and Asserts That 
Volunteers May Cause 
Trouble. 


Madrid, August 15.—The comments of the 
press on the protocol are a veritable fu- 
neral hymn on the destruction of the 
Spanish colonial empire. Some days ago 
the desire for peace made the people close 
their eyes to the price, but now upon read- 
ing the protocol, they realize that the 
cost is the logs of that empire which Spain 
had conquered with so much glory and 
that Spain now falls to the second rank 
among nations. The public mind is stun- 
ned and there is general mourning. 

General Blanco telegraphs that Havana 
is greatly agitated by the news of the 
sigring of the protocol and that much 
anxiety is manifested to learn the condi- 
tions which have not yet been published. 

Some uneasiness is feit regarding the 
effect that the text of the protocol may 
have on the Spanish volunteers in Ha- 
vana. Many newspapers express grief and 
despair that the men who brought disaster 
on Spain by lack of foresigat, organization 
and ability, should continue to govern the

country. 
Governors General Cease Hostilities. 
The governors general of Cuba and Porto 
Rico have acknowledged the receipt of the 
news of the suspension of hostilities 
tween the United States and Spain and 
announced the carrying out of the or- 
ders. a 
An order has been issued by the captain 
general of Madrid suspending the publica- 
tion of the republican newspaper El Pais. 


Reports from Havana that that the bom-:

Tobacco Plantations Cover the Earth far 
Miles Around, 


COCOA 1S EXTENSIVELY SHIPPER 


Cuban Coffee Is of a Rare Quality 
and Aroma and Brings High 
Prices—All Kinds of Harii- 
woods Are Found in 
Abundance. 


Santiago de Cuba, July. 31.—The province 
of Santiago de Cuba, and especially that 
part of it east of a line drawn between 
Sagua de Tanamo, San Luis and Santiago, 
is today of vital interest to thousands in 
the United States. 

The natural resources.of the country and 
its fertility, its products and its industries 
are of paramount importance. Richness of 


the soil ‘here, as elsewhere in the island, | 


entitles it to considration from an agricul- 
tural standpoint. 
the manufacture of sugar are the 
sources of wealth in the province. 
Guantanamo, Santiago and ‘Manzanillo 
are the three important sugar shipping 
ports of eastern Cuba, 

Next in importance, agriculturally, come 
the coffee and tobacco plantations, with

which Santiago province is thickly covered, | 


Large quantities of cocoa have been 


shipped annually to Spain and France. at | 
prices varying between $15 and $17 per hun- | 


dredweight, but for years no coffee has 
been exported from the island of Cuba. 
Tihe reason for this lies in the fact that 
Cuban coffee, like Cuban tobacco, is of a 


rare quality and aroma, raised and selected | 


by experts, and of necessity bringing a 
price which would not easily find a market 
for the product abroad. On thea fields 
Cuban coffee sells for from $21 to $25 per 
hundred pounds. 

Vegetables Require Little Attention. 

Maize, yams, sweet potatoes and other 
vegetables grow everywhere with little 
care or supervision. Coffee shrubs need the 
shade, and these plants offer it. The result 

_that on most coffee plantations these 
vegetables are grown, which amply 
and sustain the planter, and is 
months on a self-sustaining basis, with a 
good coffee crop ahead as clean profit. 

Tobacco is grown extensively at Palma, 
Sorranino, San Luis, Bare, Juguiney and 
Guica, most of which has hitherto been 
enipped to Germany. 

Baracoa, on the north coast, is the home 
of the cocoanut and plantiain in its wild 
luxuriant state. The shipments of these 
fruits to the north has for many years 
Warranted two steamship lines exclusively 
engaged in the fruit trade to run between 
Baracoa and New York. The plantains and 
bananas are extensively used in the man- 
ufacture of vinegar. 

The woods and forests of eastern Cuba 
abound in every variety of hardwoods, the 
principal being mahogany, cedar, rosewood 
and “‘majaguea,”’ a wood known the wc rid 
over as the strongest and most durable of 
all woods. 

Most of them, in fact, nine-tenths of the 
woodlands, are virgin forests, which it 
would take years and years to decimate, 
@nd which have so far escaped the destruc- 
tive hand of man, owing to the lack of 
transportation’ facilities to the feacoast. 

Iron and Manganese. 

Next in importance to its agricultural 
products, Santiago de Cuba’s iron and man- 
Banese mines are very important. The 
€reat iron mountains and mines of Santiago 
are owned and operated by three companies 
—the Juragua Iron Company, the Spanish- 
American company, and the Sigua Iron 
Company. The Juragua is tthe oldest and 
largest company operated here. This com- 
pany, a branch of the Pennsylvania Iron 
Company, was formed and the property 
acquired in 1881. Its shipments of Bessemer 
ore so far exceed three million tons. The 
total output of the Juragua mines is con- 


_trolled by the Bethic¢hem iron works, the 
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Pennsylvania Steel Company and the Mary- 
land Steel Company. Its maximum month- 
ly output is 40,000 tons. Siboney is the ship- 
ping port of Juragua Iron Company’s mines. 
The Spanish-American Iron Company, of 
Which Charles F. Rana, of New York, is 
president, acquired its property in 1889. 
oe Sag So far have been 400,000 
ons—to iladelphia. Baltimore, E re 
Scotland, Wales, selgium and 7 aay 
where it has been sold in the open mar- 
ket. Its maximum monthly output is 29.- 
000 tons. Baiquiri is the shipping port of 
the Spanish-American Iron Company 
Both these mining companies shut down 
owing to the war on April 21, 1898. They 
will resume work at once. The Sigua Iron 
Company, which started with a big boom 
in 1890, built a broad wauge railroad nine 
miles long and extensive buildings and 
sheds and have not been heard from since,

As is 
well known, the Santiago ore, with its 
low percentage or phosphorus, ranks to- 
gether with the Swedish and the Spanish 
demerera mineral as the ‘‘crack ore’ of the 
world, 

As it name indicates, “El Cobre,’ about 
fifteen miles from Santiago, is the heart 
of the copper fields of Cuba. These eop- 
per mines are extremciy valuable and have 
been worked since early in the#entury. 

This rich and fertile soil, with its wealth 
of agricultural and zlineral resources, 
where droughts, floogs and frosts are un- 
known, is practically undeveloped. owing 
to the total absence of transportation fa- 
cilities by rail or by .oads. In the whole 
province of Santiago de Cuba there are 
eighty miles of railroad, and not a mile of 
road deserving the name between any two 
towns or villages excepting narrow paths, 
scarce allowing a horse or a mule to pass 
through the woods across streams and 
over mountains. 

Industriaily, Santiago is woefully behind 
the times. With a wealth of mineral re- 
sources, rich in agricultural and mineral 
soil, Santiago de Cuua only awaits Amer- 
ican brains, enterprise and capital to make 
it one of the richest, as well as one of -he 
most beautiful spots in the world. 
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war has had and will have a profound ef- 
fect upon American ideas and aims. Not 
only has it renovated one idea «f national 
unity impaired by the great civil war, but 
it has supplied tnat sense of contact with 
external ferces, which is probably cne of 
the most potent influences in favor of 
maintaining the national spirit. 

“The Antilles themselves introduces a 
novel element into American life and open 
up questions upon which parties may dif- 
ler greatly and worthily. Tihis in itself is 
a gain and one whicr was more or less 
conscientiously sought when the war was 
undertaken. The perilous unrest spoken 
of by The New York Times wis a real 
national evil, which sprang directly, so far 
as foreigners can judge, from tne @isap- 
pearance of clear, intelligible party issues. 
‘That unrest, we may assume, hus van- 
ished and been replaced by new anxieties 
Or solicitudés Which may become acute, 
but are very unlikely to become mierbid. 

“Beyond the Antilles lies a more diffi- 
cult question—the Philippines—and that 
question does not end with the Philippines 
tnemseives. These islands may be taken 
now as a symbol of American awakening 
and of the entry of the republic upon a 
new career, which, Philippines on no F'hil- 
ippines, she is hencefortn bound to fol- 
ow.

Madrid Correspondent of London Pa- 
per Discusses Situation. 

August 14.—The ‘Times’s Madrid

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TIVES LOST IN FRESNO FIRE. 


Watchman Burned to Death and Three 
Chinese Fatally Injurei. 

Fresno, Cal., August 14.—The most dis- 
estrous fire in the history of Fresno oc 
curred last night. It swept the southern 
Pacific railroad reservation for- three 
blocks, and in a little more than an hour 
$500,000 worth of prperty went up in smoke. 
Some of the buildings burned were pack- 
ing houses and the destruction will throw 
about 500 people out of wrk. 

The fire started in the immense estab- 
lishment of Forsyth Seed Raisin Company. 
It was fust at 11:40 that flames were seen 
issuing from the roof of the building. A 
minute later the whole roof was on fire 
and soon the entire building was enveloped 
in flames.

A’ SHORT RANGE GLIMPSE OF CUBA. 


INSURGENTS RULING THE ISLAND. 


From Guerilla Warfare to Statecraft Is a Far 


Cry and a Rigid American Protectorate 


VAST INTERESTS ARE INVOLVED 


Island’s Affairs Badly Complicated, and Outside of Govern- 


mental Finances Many Private Claims Will Have 
to Be Adjusted by Skilled Minds—An 
Honest Picture of the Insurgents.

The Jast clause of the war resolutions, 
which passed both houses of congress on 
Aprii llth, dec!ured that the United States 
disclaimed “any dispositfon or intention to 
exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or con- 
trol, over the island of Cuba except for 
the pacification thereof. and asserts its de- 
termination, when that is accomplished, 
to leave evvernment and contro] of 
the island to its people.’’ There can be 
no mistaking the meaning of language so 
plain as this, but events of later date have 
put a new Cuban situation, 
and the date of will un- 
Puestionably have to be 
mean the time at which the island’s gov- 
ernment is on its feet and administering 
the laws in conformity with American 
ideas. In other words, the United States 
will have to continue the good work it 
has besun, and not turn over Cuba un- 
quatifiedly to the insurgents until the evils 
which caused the war and which have 
been aggravated by it are wholly done 
away wich. Because the insurgents are 
mot now in position to assume the great 
trust that is theirs by right of American 
arms. 

To correctly guage their character and 
cal‘l:re—and in simple justice to them—it 
should be said that they have been too 
busy scidieréng for the past three years to 
fnd time tc study political economy, and 
that the experience they have had by no 
means fits them for the settlement of com- 
rex questions of finance involving hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars and of state- 
craft involving the peace of nations. In 
previous letters written from the heart 
of insurgent camps I have said practically 
the same thing, and a half dozen abusive 
anj threstening letters are the result, 
most of them written by men who should 
have sense enough to know that the truest 
friends of Cuba at this time are those 
who tell the plain truth about the con- 
ditions prevailing there. The insurgent 
who is a patriot—and it is the minority 
who are nct—understands this, and the 
insurgent who carries a machete for re- 
venge only had better learn it quick. I 
shall try to point out the difference. 


What Must Be Done in Cuba. 

When congress, in the paragraph above 
quoted, used the words ‘‘its people,’’ there 
can be no doubt that it meant all the in- 
habitants of Cuba who want to remain 
on the islangd who are dissatisfied with 
the government of Spain. Of tais number 
those who actually took up arms against 
the mother country and joined in the 
guerrilla warfare that has been waged for 
three years are insurgents; the others are 
peacefui residents who for various reasons 
declined to leave their homes until they 
had no homes to leave. With their prop- 
erty destroyed they were either herded into 
reconcentrado camps by General Weyler, 
forced into the rebel army, or if their 
money permitted sought refuge in the 
United States or some of the neutral isl- 
ands in the West Indies. The burning of 
homes and the destruction of property 
has been the policy of both sides from 
the beginning, and today, with the element 
referred to entitled by iaw to take charge 
of it, the island is devastated from end to 
end, its people scaitered, its cities on 
the verge of starvation, and its finances 
so entangled that' the ablest of statesmcn 
would hesitate to undertake the work of 
straightening them out. 

The first thing to be done is to permit 
every family, reconcentrado or refugee, 
Cuban or Spaniard, white or black, to re- 
turn to his farm, build a new house upon 
the blackened embers of the old one, 
and go to work to produce something. 
The wheels must be put in motion. Agri- 
culture, prostrated and next to dead, must 
be revived, and the soil which has ‘pr sc 
long a time been as so much desert waste, 
must be made to feed and clothe the 
thousands which are hungry and naked. 
The harbors must be guarded by a com- 
petent American quarantine and opened to 
the commerce of the world in order,that 
the healthy life-throb of trade may be felt 
in the island once more. The thousand 
and one questions invoiving individual 
property rights and as many claims, just 
and unjust, growing out of the same, 
must be judicially adjusted. The responsi- 
ble dealings with Spain in the transfer of 
those who are to leave the island; the 
hanéling of troops; the establishment of 
a customs service; the coliection of taxes; 
the reopening of schools; in fact, the 
whole matter of pacifying the island, if 
pacification really means the renewing of 
peace, must be given into other hands 

than those which for the past three years 
have been clinched about the horn handles 
of machetes. 
Why Insurgents Should Wait. 

It is no permanent reflection on the in- 
surgents that this is 50, because the prob- 
lems of statecraft have been thrust upon 
them in the midst of their war, so abruptly 
that they have been given al] they were 
fighting for before their army was suf- 
ficiently well organized and disciplined to 
be worthy of the name. As a whole they 
are a discontented lot, these Cuban people, 
mixed up with conflicting interests, domes- 
tic and military, and wigh disputes among 
themselves of a character which shows 
how impossible it would be for them to 
act coherently on any question involving 
their mutual interests. They have never 
been brought together. Their executive 
government is an itinerent affair which is 
chased about from place to place under 
stress of war and which has done but 

-iittle except look out for its own precious 
“Jife since it came into being. It does 
_. “got seem ‘to have as muoh real authority 
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the military commanders neither receive 
nor execute orders direct from the cabi- 
net, 

But all these conditions are the result 
of circumstances which were beyond the 
control of the leaders. The rank and file 
of the army is made up of plantation em- 
ployees, mostly ngrroes and half-breeds, 
with Cuban officers whose previous life of 
indolence has not contributed much to 
their military knowledge. The soldiers re- 
ceive no pay, and for this reason it is 
more difficult te contro] them in the strict- 
est sense of military organization. They 
come and go, sleeping in camp one day and 
wandering off by themselves the next. 
They are ragged, lean, unkempt and dirty. 
Thanks to the generosity of the Americans, 
both personal and official, most of them 
now carry old Remingtons and Springfields, 
and they have quite a quantity of Mausers 
captured from the Spaniards. But there ig 
little real system in the distribution of 
ammunition and supplies, and when the 
men are to receive anything it is a sort 
of catch-as-catch-can game. At Siboney 
the insurgents under Garcia were given 
rations on the basis of sixty men to a 
company and the next day I saw one of 
them with thirty cans of roast beef in 
his straw haversack—rations for helf a 
company. 

Leaders Who Maze History. 

It is a melancholy coincidence that the 
two men who did most to inaugurate the 
insurrection are dead—Jose Marti and An- 
tonio Maceo. The former was a man of 
wonderful genius, of rare personal ma¢- 
netism and possessed of a high order of 
intelligence in the line most needed in 
the work he gave up his life to advance. 
He was a statesman, a scholar, a diplomat, 
a politician and a gentleman. Maceo, on 
the other hand, was a soldier, and his 
color did not detract an fota from his 
usefulness as a commander. Brave, shrewd, 
hardy, adventurous, and cool in the face 
of danger, he was an ideal man to join 
Marti in the undertaking. Of their work 
among the Cuban juntas in New York and 
Tampa, which ended in the fitting out of 
the first few disastrous filibustering expe- 
ditions, nothing need be said now, for it is 
well known. Neither need we dwell long 
on their voyage to Santa Domingo, whither 
they went to request the service of the 
veteran Maximo Gomez, who had retired 
to his home there as soon as the treaty 
of El Zanjau in 1878 ended the ten years’ 
war. Then, as now, Gomez declared that 
he would willingly enter any service in 
the cause of liberty, as would any Santa 
Dominican, but that he desired no office 
afterwards as a price for his work. 

He bade his family farewell, took down 
his sword, and with dis son, who later 
died with Maceo, set sail In a small boat 
with a few faithful followers for Cuba. 
In a photographic gallery in the city of 
Santo Domingo a few weeks ago I saw a 
picture of the threes brave men—GomezZ, 
Marti and Maceo—standing together, a 
single star shining on the breast of each, 
and I have often wondered whether they 
ever met again. For Marti was ambushed 
and killed on May 19, 1895, and Maceo was 
on his way to meet Gomez on December 
4, 1896, when he met a similar fate. But 
the rugged old warrior, after dodging along 
the closely-pitched southern coast for many 
days. succeeded in getting into the interior, 
where it needed nothing more than his 
presence to attract a considerable armed 
force at once, and he has been there since, 
his army increasing continually. Twice he 
has marched from one end of the island 
to the other, leaving behind him a wake 
of desolation compared io which Sherman's 
march through Georgia or Sheridan’s raids 
in the Shenandoah valley were but inno- 


‘cent excursions, and a third march would 


scarcely leave a house untouched or a cane 
field unburned. 
How the Army, Grew. 

The insurgent methods of recruiting were 
unique. It was their daily habit to charge 
down upon some busy plantation, stampede 
the hands into their ranks, take whatever 
they wanted in the way of food, horses, 
arms and supplies, and then go into camp 
to drill the new men. In neariy every in- 
stance the latter were possessed of ma- 
chetes, and if an overseer had been round- 
ed up by any accident, he was made an 
officer and given a rifie and horse. Thus 
Gomez grew in strength, but the constant 


accession to his forces did not lead him to 
change his military methods at all. He 
avoided seiges and pitched battles, and 
depended for ultimate sucess upon the 


tactics of the ten years’ war of harassing 
the enemy, cutting off their convoys and 
laying waste the country upon which they 
were largely dependent for provisions. In 
this he was so successful that Spain speed- 
ily began to feel that the insurrection 
which she was disposed to make light of 
at first was one which really threatened 
the peace of the island, and she com- 
menced to send over re-enforcements by 
the thousands, landing them at 
Cardenas, Cienfugoes and Santiago. 
Money to hedp along the good cause 
poured in from America and some few 
American volunteers began to appean 
Then came Cubans of the better class, who 
brought men and arms with them, and the 
army became large that it was split 
up and drifted into different provinces un- 
der the command of native generals—Garcla 
and Rivera and Lacret and Rabe and Ca- 
pate and the two Castillos and many 
others. But still it was all guerilla war- 
fare. Not more than one-third of Cuba 
has ever been under cultivation, and one- 
half the island is covered with primeval 
forests. The lowlands of the coast are 
inundated in the wet season, or at least 
turned into impassible swamps of black 
wonderfully tenacious mud. Add to 
these the immense |reaches of 
trackless filled everywhere with 
an impenetrable growth of ,underbrush, 
not to mention that the dry plains are to 
a large extent a jungie of very higi 
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and 
features 


wastes 
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unless independence is obtained before, 
when anh assembly ig t6 be calied to 
provide temporari'y for the government 
and administration of the republic until 
a definite constiuent assemgly shall 
meet. The constitution determines what 
is called‘ the ‘republic, who are citi- 
zens, their. individual and political 
rights, the officers of the government, 
their power,..and.provides for the as- 
sembling of the representatives.”’ 


Under ‘Military : Rule. 

For the new term of two years the as- 
sembly chose former Vice President Bar- 
tolome Masso to $e president: Dr. Capote, 
mentioned above, vice president, and Jose 
B. Alemen Secretary of war. By the con- 
stitution the latter official is the “‘superior 


chief in rank of the army of liberty,” but 
during more than a month with the in- 


surgents in Cuba I do net recall ever hav- 
ing heard Signor Aleman spoken of nor 
do I think any orders ever came from 
him. On.the contrary, the government, 80 
ar as any government at ail can be glis- 
covered, was of a military character, and 
had congress recognized it officially when 
usked to sOme months ago, I do not know 
where it could be found, because its abid- 
ing places change more frequently than 
an tnsurgent changes his shirt. In Janu- 
ary a Spanish column came very near 
capturing it at Espanza, but it escaped, 
and when last heard of it was somewhere 
in the vicinity of Cubitas. 

In describing these things to the senate 
committee General Lee explained that the 
cabinet did not look after the subsistance 
of the troops; that the latter cared for 
themseives entirely. He said: 

‘Whatever may be said about old Gen- 
eral Gomez he is, in my humble opinion, 
fighting the war in the only way it can 
be fought—scattering his troops out; 
because to concentrate would be to 
starve, having no commissary train 
and no way to get supplies. They come 
in sometimes for the purpose of mak ng 
some jittlhe raid, where he thinks it will 
do something: but he has given orders, 
So I have always been informed, not to 
fight in masses, not to lose their car- 
tridges; and sometimes when he gets 
into a fight each man is ordered to fire 
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a country already approaching actual dis- 


ease and decay. 
What Is at Stake? 

In another letter the story of what Cuba 
has been and may be again will be told, 
and the vast resources that are at stake 
will be briefly given in facts and figures. 
Once put on the right road, and taught to 


' Handle the reins of government with the 


hands of moderation and conservatism, 
there is no doubt whatever but that the 
Cubans will be able to take care of them- 
selves, and to restore their country to the 
position she once held in the eyes of the 
world, if they do not exceed it. But this 
will take time. And it will take patience. 
To do otherwise would be to drive out of 
the island the men and the money who 
will labor hardest in the work of restora- 
tion, and on whose shoulders will rest most 
of the burden of maintaining a high stand- 
ard of citizenship afterwards. They are 
not insurgents now—not many of them at 
least—but they come under the head of 
“Its people” in the famous resolutions 
passed by congress. 

It looks as though the leaven that would 
work through the whole loaf in the end 
and do much in the beginning toward ac- 
complishing all that has been pointed out 
as necessary, 
ests already in Cuba. They are extensive 
and they are valuable and they must be 
protected. Already they are _ petitioning 
Washington for aid, and it is not to be 
doubted that it will come. A year or two 
of housecleaning and disinfecting in Cuba 
is imperatively needed, and during that 
time it is safe to predict that no end of 
other Amer'‘can enterprise will spring up 
Houses must be buiit, waterworks 
laid out, mines opened, harbors cleaned 
and hundreds of other things are to be 
done as only Americans can do them. Then 
Cuba will be Cuba again and— 

If all goes right let the insurgents enter 
upon their reward.

A Nominal Government. 

Under urgent requests from Washington 
to establish some sort of executive govern- 
ment Garcta, then in 
called a constituent assembly together in 
the mountins at Cwemraguey on September 
18, 1895. The twenty members present, rep- 
resenting all six of the provinces, declared 
Cuba independent, and adopted a constitu- 
tion for the new government, whose su- 
preme: power invested in a 
ment council, to be composed of the pres!i- 
dent of the repubiic, the vice president 
and four secretarfes—war, interlor, foreign 
affairs and agriculture—with a sub-treas- 
ury for each. It nexe elected and installed 
these officers. Salvador Cisneros SKBetan- 
court, chosen president, is the ex-marquls 
of Santa Lucia, who renounced hia title 
to take the place and lost his estate by 
confiscation in consequence, Bartholomo 
Masso, of Manzanillo, was elected vice 
president, and Dr. Thomas Estrada Palma 
minister pienipotentiary to the United 
States, with Senor Gonzales ae Wuesada, a

ous industrious American attorneys, are 
still Cuba’s representatives here. 

To perfect the governmental machinery 
civil governors were selected for every 
province, with clerks and assistants, but 
it is not on record that they ever did more 
than receive their comm,ssions. ‘Lhe sec- 
oud asseinbly, which met at the end of the 
constitutional two years, numbered twenty- 
four members, elected by baliot on the 
alleged basis of universal suffrage, and 
sat during October and November, 1897, 
Dr. Domingo Mendez Capote, ex-professor 
of law in the Havana university, presid- 
ing. In his official report of this conven- 
tion Secretary Quesada says: 


“The outgoing secretaries of state sub- 
mitted their reports, which were ex- 
amined and passed upon by committees 
appointed for the purpose. A new con- 
stitution was adopted on October 29, 
1897, which will be in force two years,

Dr. Johnson Appointed. 

The people of Macon heartily approve 
the appointment of Dr. H. H. Johnson, of 
Macon, by Governor Atkinson as a mem- 
ter of the board of state dental] examiners.

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THINK ASBERRY KILLED MILLS 


Was Arrested Late Last Night and Is 
a Held on Suspicion. 


THREATENED OFFICER’S LIFE 


Has Been Wanted Ever Since Officer 
Mills Was Assassinated—Was 
Dragged from Under a House. 


Last night at half-past 11 o’clock Pa- 
mage Beavers and Chandler arrested 
John Asberry, a negro, who is suspected 
of being the man who assassinated Pa- 
trolman Carl Mills about three weeks ago. 

After the murder it was ascertained that 
Asberry had threatened Milis’s life a num- 
ber of times and had said just a day or 
two before the kiiling that he would like 
to see Mills dead. A search was made for 
Asberry immediately after the murder, but 
he could not be found. 

About a month ago Asberry was serv- 
ing @ sentence in the city 2haingang and 
escaped from the stockade, where Mills’s 
father was employed. whe negro was an 
unruly and desperate prisoner and had to 
be whipped several times. After liis escape 
he was chased by Cari Mills and a man 
named Turner and the fugitive vuwed to 
get rid of what he called his ‘“‘tormentors 
and persecutors.” 

Last night Patrolmen Beavers and Clan- 
dier. heard that Asberry was hiding in a 
house at te corner of McDaniel and 
Crumley streets, and they went to the 
place on their bicycles. Asberry heard 
that they were coming and went under 
the house, not having time to run. The 
dwelling was low and the otlicers lad to 
crawl under it with a candle. After twen- 
ty minutes’ worry, they succeeded in get- 
ting the negro out and they hxancecutfed 
him and sent him to the police barracks 
in a patrol wagon. 

Immediately after his arrest, Ageberry 
gave a small negro poy a dime to go to 
the residence of a lawyer ‘tne first thing 
this morning. He seemed to be greatly ¢x- 
cited and to think that he was in very 
serious trouble. He was not told that he 
was suspected of being the 1: urderer of 
Mills, but was merely told tnat he was 
wanted for escaping from the stcekade, 
Carl Milis was sihot and mortally gund- 
ed by a negro on the night of Aug est Ist 
on Whitehall street at tne mnouth of an 
alley. He had been a member of the police 
department only a week and was on duty 
as a supernumerary for the ihird time 
when he was assassinated. He was only 
twenty-four years of age and the youngest 
man on the force. The man who did the 
killing was seen by a citizen a few minutes 
before the deed was committed, and it is 
believed the citizen can identify the mur- 
derer if he should be seen again. This 
morning that citizen wiil be asked to 
visit the police barracks and to take a 
look at Asberry. ‘Tine prisoner fills the 
description of the murderer as it has been 
given to the police department. 

It has been hinted by the policemen ond 
detectives at work on the case that when 
the person suspected was arrested more 
evidence would be forthcoming to show 
that he is the right one. 

Asberry refused to talk last night, saying 
the had a lawyer to look after his ccurt 
business. He is-a shrewd, sharp fellow and 
not likely to say or do anything that will 
be to his injury if he is really the man 
who killed tne officer. There may be seme 
developments of importance in the case 
today.

MAJOR BUBB GOES TO NEWNAN 


He Will Take Charge of the Recruit 
Camp at Pearl Springs at Once, 


FIFTH INFANTRY MAY COME TOMORROW 


Two Large Detachments of Recruits 
Left the Post for Pearl Springs 
Yesterday. 


WITH THE DEPARTURE OF THB 
recruits for the Fourth and Tenth United 
States infantry from Fort McPherson to- 
day the barracks will be comparatively 
deserted and only 78 soldiers will be left 
of the 3,000 who were encamped there a few 


weeks ago. 

Yesterday two detachments, consisting 
of 117 men of the Ninth and 122 of the 
First infantry, left for Pearl Springs on 
the same train at 2 o’clock urder com- 
mand of Captain Palmer, of the Ninth regi- 
ment, and eight officers belonging to the 
two commands. Before boarding the spe- 
cial the recruits were fully equipped with 
accaqutrements and rations sufficient to last 
them several days. With the detachment 
that left yesterday went Lieutenant Camp- 
bell King, formerly of this city, who is 
the ranking officer at present with the 
recruits for the First infantry at Pearl 


Springs. 

The detachments 
Fourth and Tenth 
this afternoon will be made up of 130 men 
of the Fourth and fifty men of the Tenth 
and will probably be the last detachment 
of any size to leave for Pearl Springs. In 
command of the detachment which goes 
today will be major Bubb, the commander 
of the post, who has been ordered. to taka 
charge of the new encampment at New- 
nan, Ga., for the time being. 

Major Bubb will be succeeded In com- 
mand of Fort McPherson by Captain 
Forbes, of the Fifth infantry, who will 
be the senior officer at the post upon the 
withdrawal of Major Bubb, but he will 
only remain in command until the arrival 
of Colonel Freeman, commanding the Fifth 
infantry. 

The ten companies of the Fifth regiment 
that have been in camp at Tampa, Fia., 
for several weeks will arrive at the bar- 
racks either tomorrow or next day and 
will at once take up quarters in the build/ 
ings left by the recruits. Although noth- 
ing is known at the post of the intention 
of the war department in bringing the 
Fifth infantry back to Atlanta, it is 
thought that the regiment has been ordered 
to its old garrison for good and will not 
be moved again unless there is urgent need 
for it elsewhere. 

Large Camp at Pearl Springs. 

The new camp at Pearl] Springs, with 
large detachments of recruits for the First, 
Fourth, Ninth, Tenth, Sixteenth, Seven- 
teenth and Twenty-fourth infantry, will 
have, upon the arrival of the two detach- 
ments that go today, nearly 1,300 recruits, 
not counting the men who have come into 
the camp from other sources pesides Fort 
McPherson. Before the regiments repre- 
sented there stop recruiting Pearl Springs 
will have over 2,000 soldiers and will be 
the largest army camp in the state. 

The object of the war department in 
forming these sub-camps over the state 
is for the purpose of teaching the recruits 
as much of drilling and discipline as pos- 
sible before they are called upon to take 
their places in the ranks of the regiments 
to which they belong. Upon the return of 
the regular army regiments from the dif- 
ferent campaigns in which they are now 
taking part, the recruits stationed in 
Georgia will be added to them, together 
with the junior lieutenants who are now 
in the recruit camps.

UNDER ARREST 


Detectives in Birmingham, Ala., Take 
Him in Charge. 


INTERFERING WITH THE MAILS 


Is One of the Offenses Alleged Against 
Him. 


ANOTHER ONE IS TRAIN ROBBERY 


He Was Arrested, However, on Charge 
of Adultery So That He Could 
Be Detained Awhile. 


BUGENE COUCH, FORMEBLY OF AT- 
lanta and well known in the city, has been 
arrested in Birmingham, Ala., by the Uni- 
ted States authorities on the charge of 
Obstructing the mails. The allegation is 
to the effect that with others, Couch robbed 
@ passenger train on the Alabama Great 
Southern railroad at Cuba, Ala., on the 
night. of May l4th. 

Couch will be remembered as having 
resided here a number of years and on one 
or two occasions was the principal in a 
sensation. At one time he attempted to 
kill a policeman named Barrow, and the 
incident created a great sensation. 

Couch also attempted to commit é6ul- 
cide, and this affair caused considerabie 
comment. It is said that he has a wife 
living in a daisreputable quarter of the 
city. This statement comes from Birming- 
ham and is said to be true. 

Up to four years ago Couch was a resi- 
dent of Atlanta and was the oldest son 
of the late Captain Couch, of the Atlanta 
police department. He was at one time 
connected with the police department him- 
self, He was regarded as a wild young 
man and was known in police circles. 

The Birmingham specfal states that the 
deputy marshal who arrested Couch be- 
lieves.-he has a strong case against him 
and the express company’s detective is also 
of the same opinion. Couch denies all 
connection with the affair, and loudly de- 
Clares his innoncence, 

While in Birmingham he has been living 
with a young girl named Grace Umphries, 
whose home is at Austell. He claims to 
be married to her, but the officers claim 
he has never been divorced from his wife 
in Atlanta. 

Couch has been taken to Livingston, 
Sumter cougty, Ala., where he wi!l be kept 
until the trial. Following is the special 
from Birmingham, which tells the story: 

“Birmingham, Ala., August 14.—(Special.) 
Eugene Couch, who formerly iived in At- 
lanta, and who is well-known there by the 
police and others, was arrested here yes- 
terday and at midnight last night was 
carried to Livingston, in Sumter county, 
on a charge of obstructing the United 
States muils, it being alleged that he, with 
others, robbed a passenger train on the 
Alabama Great Southern railroad on the 
night of May l4th last, at Cuba, Ala., some- 
thing over a hundred miles below here. 
Couch was arrested by Police Officer 
George Bodeker in a charge of adultery, 
so that he could. ge held until United Stales 
Deputy ‘Marshal Wade Mothershed could 
serve the government ‘warrant alleging 
obstructing the mails.” 

Couch talked freely before his departure 
for Sumter county. His people live at 
Austell, Ga., and he states that his mother 
is worth several thousang dollars and will 
come to his rescue. He denies emphatical- 
ly thar he robbed the train or assisted in 
doing it. He says that though he has 
been roving for many months in various 
parts of the country, that he will be able 
to esiablish an alibi when the case is 
brough, to trial.

MEDICAL COLLEGE 
TRUSTEES TO MERT 


Board of Southern Medical College to Be 
in Session This Afternoon. 


WILL DISCUSS CONSOLIDATION 


Committee from Alumni May Ask for 
Reconsideration of Previous Action. 


CALL ASKS ALL MEMBERS TO BE PRESENT 


It Is Understood That a Fight Will Be 
Made on the Consolidation of the 
Two Medical Colleges. 


AT THE MEETING THIS AFTER- 
noon of the beard of trustees of the 
Southern Medical college, which has 
been called by President Howard Van 
Epps, of the board, | to convene 
in room 104, Kimball house, an effort 
will be made by a committee from tne 
alumni to have the board reconsider the 
matter of consolidating with the Atlanta 
Medical college. 

The meeting this afternoon will be one 
of unusual interest and importance, and 
the full board will be present. Those con- 
nected with the college, interested both pro 
and con, will be present and a lively dis- 
cussion will be had. 

It is announced that the matter of con- 
solidating with the Atlanta Medical col- 
lege, the consolidation to be known as 
the Atlanta College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, will be fully discussed and the 
whole ground will be gone over again. 

The meeting is called by Judge Howard 
Van Epps, president of the bogfd of trus- 
tees, who explains in the call that the 
meeting is the result of a request by 4 
committee of the alumni and one by sev- 
eral members. of the poard. 

The call, wnich explains the object of 
the meeting, is as follows: 

“Dear Sir—In obedience to a request pre- 
sented by a committee of the alumni, 8s 
well as another request presented by sev- 
eral members of the board of trustees, 1 
hereby call a meeting of the board of trus- 
tees to convene at room No. 104, Kimball 
house. next Monday afternoon, August 15th, 
at 5 o'clock, to take into consideration the 
question of reconsidering the action here- 
tofore taken looking to a _ consolidation 
of the Southern Medical college with the 
Atlanta Medical college, and also to trans- 


act such other business as may come be- 
fore such meeting, whether embraced in 


the foregoing call or not. 


“Please attend. 
. “HOWARD VAN EPPS, 


“President Board of Trustees.” 


Tt is understood that the objection of 
members of the alumni to the consolida- 
tion is because the name of the college 


will be changed and on account of a feel- 
ing of pride in the college which is always 
entertained by grafuates. It is under- 


stood that the objections come from others 


besides the alumni. 

What the result of this afternoon’s meet- 
ing will be cannot be said, but some of 
those in high authority are of the opinion 
that there will be no change.in the first 
action taken by the board looking to the 
consolidation with the Atlanta Medical 
college, and that the consolidation will be 
effected regardless of the opposition. 

The matter will be fully discussed and 
the views of all parties interested will be 
known. The alumni will be represented 
by a committee which will state its ob- 
jection to the consolidation and will make 
an effort to have the matter reconsid- 
ered. 

There will be those present who are 
heartily in favor of consolidating with 
the other college and thereby organizing 
the largest medical college in the south, 
and they will be heard from and will bit- 
terly oppose any reconsideration of pre- 
vious action. 

The consolidation of the two medical 
colleges several months ago was an event 
of unusual importance in medical circles 
and was a matter in which all Atlanta 
took a deep interest. The proposed con- 
solidation would give to Atlanta the larg- 
est medical college in the south and would 
cause her to stand as the foremost city 
in the medical world, 

At the time the consolidation was agreed 
to there was very little talk of opposition, 
and it was supposed the agreement would 
go through without any trouble. The 
boards of trustees of both colleges had 
decided on the arrangement. 

But now comes a committee of the alumni 
of the Southern Mediceg college and re- 
quests the board of trustees to reconsider 
their action concerning the consolidation. 
From what can be learned tbe efforts to 
bring about a reconsideration will be very 
strenuous, and the meeting this afternoon 
promises to be a lively one.

THIS AFTERNOON 


Session Does Not Promise to Be an Un- 
usually Lively One. 


MAY DISCUSS FRUIT STANDS 


Report of Committee of Aldermen and 
; ‘Councilmen Will Be Heard. 


FREE LUNCHES MAY COME UP AGAIN 


Coal Dealers Will Probably Be Re- 
fundei Money They Paid Under 
Ta~ Ordikance. 


COUNCIL WILL HOLD ITS REGULAR 
meeting this afternoon at 8 o’clock, and 
the indications are that there will be very 
little business on hand. 

A matter which may develop into an 
interesting fight will be the report of the 
conference committee on a petition by 
Hammack & Luiicas for license to erect a 
fruit stand at the corner of Peachtree 
and Marietta streets. 

The committee discussed this matter very 
fully after it had passeq council and been 
turned down by the aldermanic board. The 
parties interested in the matter were pres- 
ent, and a lengthy hearing was had. It 
developed at the meeting that petitions, 
which were a worse violation of the city 
ordinance than was contemplated by that 
of Mr. Hammack, had been granted and 
the committee decided that, under the cir- 
cumstances, it could do nothing but grant 
the petition. 

In its report to council the committee 
atates that it believes the granting of 
licenses to fruit stands which are to oc- 
cupy any portion of the sidewalks is un- 
wise and are filegal. 

It is possible that this statement in the 
report will cause a fight to be made on 
fruit stands and if such proves to be the 
case the meeting will be exceedingly in- 
teresting. On a previous occasion council 
took up the matter of fruit stands and the 
discussion of which were had at that 
time will be well remembered. 

At the committee meeting Councilman 
Lumpkin stated that although he had 
been opposed to fruit stands he was now 
in ¢davor of them, and thought they should 
be permitted. He stated, however, that he 
had visited stands in various portions of 
the city and had noticed that more than 
the portion of the sidewalk alloted in the 
license was, in many instances, occupied. 

Aldermen Turner and Mayson were op- 
posed to fruit stands and the report which 
reaches council today is the resuit of their 
opposition to the Hammack petition. 

It was thought that the committee to 
which was referred the matter of obtain- 
ing a new depot would be able to report 
today, but the committee has had only 
one meeting and will probably have no 
report. The committee will doubtless 
reach a conclusion in the matter when 
the railroad officials meet with it on the 
23d 


Council will also act on the recommen- 
dation of the committee, that the coal 
dealers who paid their tax for the year 
in advance be refunded one-half of the 
sum. One-half of the amount is named 
because by the time the matter has passed 
council and has been acted on by the al- 
dermanic board and the mayor the tax 
for the second quarter will be due and 
only one-half of the original $25 will be 
left to the credit of the coal dealers. 

The tax was paid by the coal dealers 
when the tax ordinance was amended so 
as to make the tax payable yearly in ad- 
vance. A fight was made on the ordi- 
nance, on the groung that it shut out a 
large number of small dealers and when 
the question came to a vote the ordinance 
Was reconsidered and the coal tax made 
payable quarterly in advance, as pre- 
viously. The dealers who had paid their 
tax for the year petitioned that it be re- 
funded. The indications are that council 
will act favorably on the recommenda- 
tions of the tax committee. 

Councilman Thomson’s free lunch ordi- 
mance may come before council this after- 
noon. This ordinance created considerable 
talk and there is much interest in its final 
disposition. 

Beyond this there is very little matter 
to be considered by council] this after- 
noon, and the meeting will in all proba- 
bility be rather short.

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SOLDIERS SENT HOME FREE. 


Sick and Wounded in the Army Will 
Be Given Transportation from 
Hospitals. 

An order recently issued from the war 
department at Washington authorizing the 
commanders of the various army camps 
throughout the south to furnish transpor- 
tation and rations free to all sick and 
wounded soldiers returning to their homes 

has been received at Fort McPherson. 

The order, which is the first of the kind 
to be issued by the United States govern- 
ment, came as the result of inquiries and 
suggestions sent to the war department 
from Fort McPherson by officers interesied 
in the cases of sick and wounded men who 
desired to go to their home and did not 
have enough money to pay their expenses. 

In such instances the officer in charge of 
a camp was authorized to advance the 
soldiers money for transportation and ex- 
penses, with the understanding that the 
funds thus advanced were to be taken out 
of the men’s salaries when they became 
due. Under this plan more than 200 con- 
valescents who have been given furloughs 
at Fort McPherson have been sent to their 
homes. 

The new order giving the sick and 
wounded transportation free of charge was 
sent out from Washington Several days 
ago, and was received with deligiht by the 
many soldiers who will be benefited by it. 
A copy of the order arrived at the post 
yesterday, and is given below. 

It will be seen that the order applies only 
to the sick and wounded, and the regular 
soldiers in garrison are not benefited by it. 
Applications for furloughs have been com- 
ing in steadily to Major Taylor, in charge 
at Fort McPherson, tor the last few days, 
and a large number of the tmen will be 
given leave to return to their homes this 
week. The following is the order: 

“War Department, Adjutant General's 
Office, Wastaington, August 9, is98.—General 
Orders, No. 14: 1. Sick and wounded sol- 
diers sent to United States general or field 
hospitals will when able to travel be grant- 
ed by tne surgeons in charge one mounth’s 
furlough and transportation to tneir nomes. 
There will be noted on the furiougn: By 
the surgeon, the post or camp nearest to 
the home of the soldier; by the quarter- 
master, the issue of transportation; Dy tne 
commissary, Uhe days or which commuta- 
tion of rations Wile traveling is_ paid. 
Weekly reports will be made by wae sur- 
geons to tne adjutant general of the army 
of furloughs so granted, giving naines, 
rank, regiments, and piaces to which 
transportation has been issued; also post- 
ofhece address. 

“Soldiers granted furloughs in accordance 
with the foregxuving will be instructed by 
the surgeons that on the expiration of 
their furloughs, if fit for duty, they must 
report at the nearest army post, camp, vr 
hospital, for tae purpose of being either 
sent to their regiments, or as provided for 
in paragraph 2., 

‘Those not fit for duty will be required 
to forward their furloughs, five days be- 
fore expiration, to the adjutant general 
of the army, accompanied by the certificate 
of a reputable physician showing cleariy 
their physical condition and the probabre 
time required for their recovery. . 

“The quartermaster’s department will 
furnish the necessary transportation to the 
homes of the furlougshed soidiers and the 
subsistence department commutation of 
rations at the rate of ome dollar and fifty 
cents per day for the necessary number of 
days’ travel.

He Says Sergeant Abbott Struck him 
from the Side—His Story of 
the Affair.

‘D—n you. I will break your head.’ A 
large number of people were present and 
heard this.

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FOUR CHARGED 
WITH BURGLARY 


Young Mon Thought to Be Members ofa 
Noted Gang. 


HELD AT POLICE BARRACKS 


First Arrest Was Made Friday and | 


Kept a Secret.

SINCE LAST FWRIDAY 
known young white men have been locked 
up at the police barracks suspected of 
having been implicated in a burglary which 
occurred Saturday night ® week ago. The 
burglary was one of the boldest ever com- 
mitted in the city and strong efforts have 
been made by the police to capture the 
burglars. 

Last week Patrolman Mehaffy was de- 
tailed to work on the case, and he laid 
aside his uniform and did detective ser- 
vice.

The men under arrest are Stanley Cot- 
trell D. A. Hammond, Ed Burton and 
Wili:am Ratteree. All four are weli Known 
young men about town and belong to good 
fami.ies. Officer Mehaffy thinks he has 
enough evidence to convict all the men, 
and against two of them he thinks the 
evidence conclusive. 

Two weeks ago last Saturday the tobacco 
Store and beer saloon of G. W. Lawiess, 
No, 509 ‘Marietta street, was broken open 
and nearly two thousand cigars, valued at 
about $100 dollars, were stolen. The burg- 
lars had deliberately smashed tne front 
plate glass window, breaking out every 
particle of the glass, and then entered the 
xtore. Upon ieaving they unbolted the 
front door, not caring to take the trouble 
tn crawl through the broken window again. 

As there had been other similar burg- 
laries in the city the police authorities 
were particularly anxious toe catecn the 
offeuders. Three or four times places 
of a like character had been burgiarized 
in the same locality, and every time the 
thieves acted with the greatest audacity. 

The four men arrested declare they are 
innocent. Hammond states he can prove 
an alibi, as he was in a street fight and 
got his head smashed on the very night 
the Qurglary occurred. Burton says he 
can prove that he was not on Marietta 
street on the night, and Ratteree and Cot- 
trell say that they are being hela mere. 
because the officers think they know 
something they will not tell. 

The pryeners are kept in separate cells 
and are not allowed to communicate with 
each other. 

About two weeks ago two young white 
men were arrested for burglary and one 
of them confessed and told the officers 
that there was a regularly organized gang 
of burglars composed of white men who 
lived in the city. They retusea w give 
the names of ail the members, hoping that 
the men on the outside would try to get 
them out. The confession only came after 
the stolen goods were found in their pos- 
Session and the one that “squealed” did 
so in the hope that he would get off light 
for turning state’s evidence. 

It is believed if the Marietta street bur- 
g.ary can be traced to the men under 
arrest at the barracks that a number of 
other arrests will follow. Patrolman Me- 
haffy is still at work on the case and 
may make other assests before he is 
through.

FOUR WELL" 


HOBSON TESTING AIR~ BAGS 


The Hero Has Been Hard at Work for 
Several Days. 


TO BE IN NEW YORK SOME TIME 


Says the Experiments Are Fairly Suc- 
cussful, but Does Not Know, How 
Long He Will Be at It. 


For two days past Hero Hobson, who 
electrified Atlanta a short time ago, has 
been testing air bags on the coast of 
Staten fgland for the purpose of getting the 
best to raise the Spanish warships near 
Santiago. He has been attracting the scien- 
tific world in his experiments and is 
quoted as saying they are fairly successful. 

Friday he began ‘his experiments at Sta- 
pletion with the assistance of the Merritt- 
Chapman Wrecking Company, and had 
w'th him on the tug Cooley and the barge 
Henry Seymour several experts in air 
valves and manufacturers of rubber bags. 

Much interest was snown jin the tests 
that were to be made by a number cf peo- 
ple that attempted to learn something of 
them. Lieutenant Hobson on the first day 
was tireless in this efforts to ascertain the 
strength of the air bags. 

He had on the barge two large, oblcng 
rubber bags, nine by four feet, diving im- 
plements and three large ancnors, weigh- 
ing in the aggregate 21,000 pounds. The an- 
chors were to sink the bags and be of 
assistance in the experiments. « The air 
pumps were arrange, une of the bags was 
tied on the anchors and the latter were 
bhrown overboard. 

When twenty fathoms down the air pumps 
were put in motion and the bags began to 
fill with air. It was not the intention of 
Lieutenant Hobson to raise the ancnors, 
but to test the valves. The valves are 
placed on thé bags to let out the air when 
the bags rise above the water, and in this 
way lessen the pressure on the inside, 
which is greater after the bags are tuken 
out of the water than while they are in it. 
The deeper the bags are placed in ihe 
water, the greater the pressure on the in- 
side of the bags can be made. 

The first bag let down by Lieutenant 
Hobson was inflated by the air pumps. 
The diver made frequént trips under the 
water and often came up to report. He 
was ordered to cut the rope that held the 
bag to the anchors. The vag thus released 
rose to the surface and jumped out of the 
water like a great fish. The first experi- 
ment had been successful. 

The second attempt was made in a sim- 
{iar manner, but the bag, when it was re- 
leased, came to the surface with such 6ud- 
denness that the valve did not save an 
opportunity to work, «6 the inventor ex- 
plained, and caused the bag to explode with 
a loud report. 

These two experiments consumed the day 
and they were continued on the next day 
in the same manner. Lieutenant }Jiobson 
stated that he thought he would be de- 
tained for some time making the experi- 
ments and did not know when he would 


go to Santiago. 


FIRST GEORGIA’S GOOD HEALTH.

Only Four of the Regiment in the Hos- 


pital—A Clean Camp. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 14.—(Special.) 
The First Georgia bears the record today 
for health. A Constitution representative 
called at Colonel Lawton’'s headquarters 
today and inquired how many sick he had 
at the division ‘hospital and was told that 
there were only four, a condition which 
has resulted from the strict and sys- 
tematic care Colonel Lawton has observed 
in attending to the proper sanitary regula- 
tions of his camp. His work is not quix- 
otic and periodical, but is intelligent and 
constant. The camp is not clean one day 
and dirty the next. Garbage is not re- 
moved and buried one day and left to 
reek on the bare ground the next, but the 
camp is cleaned daily. The garbage is re- 
moved and buried every twenty-four hours 
and there are no noisome odors and foul 
stenches arising from the vicinity of his 
camp. His men are willing and anxious 
to help him keep up this record. Governor 
Atkinson and staff have notified Colonel 
Lawton that they will be present Wednes- 
day next, when General Breckinridge will 
review the great army now here before it 
is separated. 

This event promises to be one of great 
interest all over the country. The railroads 
have given rates and people are coming 
from every section of the union. Notices 
have been received of excursions, from 
every bordering state and many are com- 
ing from the larger cities of those states 
having troops here. The news of the com- 
ing of Governor Atkinson has had a stim- 
ulating effect among the mien and the 
boys will brush up and do ail in their 
power to make the governor feel proud of 
his troops. The governor will be royally 
entertained at the camp. 

Colonel Lawton will hold some kind of 
exercises, but has not definitely decided 
upon the programme. 

The camp of the regiment was a very 
quiet place today. he majority of the 
men spent their time writing letters. Early 
in the morning Colonel Lawton gave six 
men in each of the companies a pass to 
Chattanooga and over seventy-five of the 
men came to the city, many going to Look- 
out mountain for an airing. 

Major Keenan, field court officer, was 
busy during the early morning hours. Just 
twenty men were before him on the charge 
of absence without leave, the same being 
due to the usual pay day festivities. Hach 
man was fined $5 and given ten days in 
the guardhouse, 

Six recruits will arrive tomorrow. These 
men, it appears, are to be mustered in 
just in time to be mustered out of the 
service. Colonel Lawton has not yet re- 
ceived permission to send a guard after 
the eleven prisoners at Macon, but hopes 
to start Lieutenant and Adjutant White 
some time tomorrow. The adjutant has 
received a three days’ leave of absence. 

The regimental band left camp for the 
city early in the day to give a concert 
at East Lake park this afternoon, which 
was attended by thousands of people from 
the city and surrounding section.

The Story of the Downfall of a Bright | 


Young Lad. 


HOW HE “KNOCKED DOWN” 


Ben Balagur Tells the Story of His 
Peculations with Some Gusto. 


DOES NOT REALIZE THE CRIME COMMITTED 


His Father, a Respectable Tailor, Visits 
the Boy in Prison—He Is 
Much Grieved. 


AMONG THE PRISONERS IN THE 
police barracks yesterday was a boy, well 


dressed and with a fresh, bright face. He | 


had been arrested Saturday night and lock- 
ed up on a dharge of larceny. As he walk- 
ed among those who were hardened in 
crime he looked out of place. 

The boy is Ben Balagur, the son of a 
well-known tailor. Ben was caught steal- 
ing money from the Bass Dry Goods Com- 
pany, and was turned over to the police. 
He was employed as one of the cash boys. 

Saturday night he was sitting on the 
floor of one of the cells, with an abandoned 
indifference to his surroundings that was 
out of keeping with his personal appear- 
ance. When asked what he was in there 
for he replied with one word: 

“Stealing.’”’ 

“What did you steal?’”” he was asked. 

‘‘Money.”’ 

“How much?” 

“Oh, seven dollars, or thereabouts.”’ 

He spoke of stealing as if he was relating 
some pleasant experience. When requested 
to tell his story, he said: 

‘Well, my name is Ben Balagur, and my 
father is a tailor. I went to work for the 
Bass Dry Goods Company as cash boy, and 
it wasn’t long before I got to Knocking 
down a ‘few cents now and then. I was 
told that others did it, and that I would 
not be caught. So, last Monday I managed 
to hold out $3.50, and didn’t get caught. It 
looked like a good thing, and I tried it 
again Tuesday and got another $3.50. Then 
I let up, thinking I had enough for one 
week. The next thing I knew I was re- 
quested to go into the office, and they asked 
me if I had knocked down any of the 
cash, and I just owned up like a man and 
told them what I had done and how much 
I had taken.” 

Ben was asked what made him decide 
to steal, and his answer was that he heard 
that others ‘“‘knocked down,’ and nobody 
found it out, and he was making small 
wages and wanted money to spend. 


The little fellow is only fourteen years | 
of age, and does not look that old. From | 


the way he talks, he has no idea of the 
moral turpitude of theft, and even laughs 
when telling how he “knocked down”’ seven 
dollars. 

The boy’s father, I. Balagur, who resides 
at No. 195 Madison avenue, called at the 
police barracks Saturday night and had 
a talk with the boy. Mr. Balagur will take 
steps to have his son released on bond to- 
day. He is much grieved at the conduct 
of the lad, and says he gave the boy every 
comfort at home and allowed him most of 
his wages to do with as he pleased.

DR. STRICKLER ON LAW 


The Eloquent Divine Preached at the 
Central Presbyterian Church. 


HUNDREDS LISTENED TO HIM 


One of the Ablest Discourses Ever 
Heard in Atlanta—A Reception To 
Be Given Him Thursday. 


One of the ablest discourses ever heard 
in Atlanta was delivered at the Central 
Presbyterian church yesterday morning 
by Dr. G. B. Strickler, who is temporarily 
filling the pulpit of that church in the ab- 
sence of the pastor, Rev. Theron H. Rice. 
Dr. Strickler was for many years the pas- 
tor of the Central Presbyterian church and 
he has countless friends and admirers in

Atlanta. 

Almost every seat in the large auditorium 
of the Central Presbyterian church was 
occupied yesterday morning and the effect 
of the sermon upon the immense congre- 
gation was pronounced. Indeed, such was 
the impression produced by the vigorous 
and earnest manner in which Dr. Strickler 
unfolded the truths of the scripture that 
many went away with the conviction that 
thev had never before been more strength- 
ened in spirit than they were by the pow- 
erful words which he uttered from the 
pulpit yesterday morning. Dr. Strickler 
selected as his text that fragment from 
Paul's epistle to the Romans: ‘Do we 
make void the law through faith? God for- 
bid.”” Upon this biblical warrant he then 
proceeded with visible effect to discuss the 
importance df the moral law. 

He began by saying that the law men- 
ticned in the text was obviously the moral 
law, or in other words, the law given by 
God for the government of man; and that 
the text plainly implied that faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ did not serve to render 
the law void, but rather to magnify tae 
law end to establish the law. He argued 
that there wag nothing in the gospel which 
was calculated even in the least to super- 
cede or set aside the great moral law 
which was handed down to Moses amid 
the thunders of Mt. Sinai; but that on the 
contrary, the gospel Was given to man in 
corvfermity with the law and fo satisfy 
the demands of the law; and that minislera 
of the gospel, therefore, could not lay 
tua much stress upon the importance of the 
law. 

In the’ first place, Dr. Strickler argued 
that the importance of the law is shown 
in the manner in which God delivered it to 
Moses on Mt, Sinai, causing the scene to 
be rendered most impressive by the manl- 
festations of His power which He there 
made unto him. Dr. Strickler then went 
on to say that in addition to promulgating 
the law with His own lips God next wrote 
it down with His own hands upon tablets 
of stone and that He directed Moses to 
keep it guarded with sacred care in the 
ark which was to be made specially for its 
reception, But this was not all. Under the 
instructions given to Moses the ark was 
to be kept in the holy of holies, the most 
sacred part of the tabernacle, where the 
people could not profane it and where the 
priest himself could not approach it but 
once in twelve months and not then unril 
he had thoroughly cleansed both nimself 
and the tabernacle. Immediately over the 
ark. Dr. Strickler explained, that the 
mercy seat rested and that here God re- 
vealed Himself to His anionted prophets 
and directed the affairs of His kingdom, 
Thus the divine argued that God iaid great 
stress upon the law, but he argued t!.at 
God laid even greater atress upon the law 
when He consented to give up His own Son 
in order that through His atoning blood 
the demands of the law might be satisfied 
and men saved. In order to compass the 
world’s salvation, Dr. Strickler argued that 
God was willing to do anything else but 
abrogate the law itself and that He could 
give no higher evidence of his fidelity to 
the law than by being willing to sacrifice 
His own Son to its demands. 

In the second place, Dr. Strickler argued 
that the importance of the law is shoWn 
in jts relation to. the plan of salvation. 
Under this head he observed in the first 
place that the law made known unto men 
the nature and character of sin; in the 
secona place that it led them to Christ by 
showing them that they possessed no ablii- 
ty within themselves to meet the demands 
of the law and that they must rely for 
salvation upon the atonement which Christ 
has wrought; in the third place that the 
law was the mirror of God's own perfec- 
t:on, since it reflected in the pages of the 
seripture His own divine attributes; in the 
fourth place that it was the rule of life 
given to men for their guidance in spirit- 
ual things, and in the fifth place that it 
Wus the standard of measurement by 
which the destinies of immortal souls would 
be determined in-the day of judgment. 

Such being the manifest importance of 
the law both from the stress which God 
Himself had laid upon it in the beginning 
and from the relation which it sustaina 
to the, plan of salvation, Dr. Strickler took 
the ground that members of the gospel 
should not seek to evade their duty in 
the matter of dwelling frequently and earn- 
estly upon the importance of the.law. He 
declared that while modern divines had 
shown some disposition to ignore the 
claims of the law they had no warrant for 
such oversight, either in the teachings of 
God’s book or in the examples of such 
great divines as Paul, Augustine, Luther, 
Knox, Calvin, Wesley, Whitfield and Spur- 
geon. 

Dr. Strickler will occupy the pulpit of 
the Central Presbyterian church for the 
next two sabbaths and perhaps for the 
next three if he can be induced to stay 
that long. He occupies the chair of theol- 
ogy in Union Theological seminary, Rich- 
mond, Va., and the duties incident to that 
important professorship are such that he 
must soon return to Virginia, Universal 
pleasure will be felt in the announcement 
that he is yet to preach two or @gnore ser- 
mons in Atlanta and the Central Presby- 
terian church will no doubt be. crowded 
to overflowing on the next few Sabbaths. 

In the lecture room of the Central Pres- 
byterian church next Thursday evening, 
immediately following the open services of 
the Young Men’s Prayer Association, Dr. 
and Mrs. Strickler will be tendered an in- 
formal reception by the ladies of the 
church, to which the public is invited. 


DR. STRADLEY AT TRINITY, 


He Preached an Eloquent Sertron to a 
Large Congregation Yes- 
terday. 


One of the strongest and most enjoyable 
sermons ever heard at Trinity was preach- 
ed yesterday by the pastor, Dr. W. B. 
Stradley. The church wae full and the 
congregation seemed 1.0 appreciate the 
whole discussion. At the close Dr. Stradley 
went down to the chancel rail and said: 
“Men and women can go to heil from 
Trinity church just the same as from a 
barroom, and will do it unless they live ac- 
cording to the teachings of this text.” He 
then gave his thand to scores who went 
forward and repledged unemselves to a bet- 
ter life. 

His text was John xmM-24: ‘Verily, veri- 
ly, I say unte you, except a corn of wheat 
fall into the ground und die, it abideth 
alone; but if it die it bringeth forth much 
fruit.”” He said, in substance: 

“It has been said that this chapter Is 
the water shed. All that was back of it 
pertained to the old law, the religion of 
the prophisms; that on the other side cons 
tained the meat of the Christian religion 
by faith and works. — si : :

between Christ and His friends; second, 
the triumphant entrance of Jesus into the 
city of Jerusalem, showing the better feel- 
ing of the Jews; thira, the Greeks seeking 
an interview with Jesus, showing the ine 
terest of the Gentile world. To the disci- 
ples He proclaimed that the day is come 
when the son of man shall be glorified.

‘NWhether there was in Christ’s human 
breast an ambitious thougtht like that of 
Caesar we cannot teil, but He said to the 
ambitious listening multitude, ‘except a 
corn of wheat fall .wito the ground and 
die it abideth alone, but if it die it bring- 
eth forth much fruit.’ Jesus thought, ‘If I 
assume this responsibility I will be god- 
but if I die I shall be emperor of 
the world’s wide dominion and lead cap- 
tives to freedom. Life reaches its true 
mission through death.’ Oh, how beautiful- 
ly our Lord compared life that day to a 
grain of wheat, the little grain so useful 
to life, used in co.snmerce for food; but 
the gra@“4'‘hat dies in the grournd lives in 
the stalk and new wheat—we use our own 
pleasure, we eat it or plant,it. Suppose 
we could endow the grain with instinct 
and ask it, ‘which shall we do, eat you 
or bury you?’ ‘Bury me,’ the little grain 
would say. ‘Bury ine that I may live; 
that I may live forever.’ Christ said of 
this grain of wheat, meaning himself: ‘Fall 
into the ground it will live forever.’ He 
died that He may live; while He lived, oh, 
how many lame feet he cured and blind 
eyes He healed. He was a benediction for 
three years to the lame and fhalt and blind 
and all who needed and called on Him in 
faith; and yet how .mall those blessings 
if they had ended there. What would you 
or T have today? Neither of us would be 
here. How mucth good has been done since 
He said, I must go away. We must all 
die before we can live; we must die at 
the foot of the cross. 

“Tt is easy for one to come up and give 
the pastor their hand and join the church, 
but it is hard to dle for Christ. God must 
become a factor and life comes’ through 
this death. Then you speak of new fields, 
sweet songs, beautiful landscapes; ’tis the 
same old world, but yon are a new man— 
Grace Darling, Clara Barton and Laura 
Haygood will live forever, their lives are 
given for others and their fruits will in- 
crease a thousand-fuld.

This morning the work of putting in the 
pulpit will begin and later in the week 
the seats will be placed in position, The 
carpets will then be put down and the 
pretty new church will be ready to receive 
its large congregation. 

It is probable that the church will be 
dedicated on the second Sunday in Sep- 
tember. The matter of naming the date 
has been left with a committee, of which 
Dr. Jameson is chairman, and it seems 
certain that the services will be held the 
second Sunday in September. ee 

The programme committee, of which 
Mr. J. C. Daniel is chairman, is at work 
on a programme which will be extremely 
interesting. The occasion will be one of 
the most important ‘’n the history of the 
West End Baptist church and the exer- 
cises will be largely attended. There will 
be morning and afternvon services on the 
day of dedication and a magnificent musi- 
cal programme will be rendered.

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SALOON CLOSED BY COURT. 


Judge Gober Signed an Order Saturday 
Appointing a Receiver for Hoft- 
man & Co. 

The saloon of Hoffman & Co. was closed 
up Saturday afternoon upon the applica- 
tion for a receiver by Mr. Fred Cumming 
a partner of the firm of Hoffman & Co. 
Mr. Philip Britenbucher was appointed re- 
ceiver by Judge Gober when he signed the 
bill which granted an injunction to stop 
the business, asked for an adjudication of 
the assets and a dissolution of the partner- 

ship. 

Mr. Cumming in his petition alleges seclu- 
sion on the part of Mr. Hoffman, who he 
alleges, although he owned half the busi- 
ness of Hoffman & Co., would not allow 
him to inspect the books or have anything 
to do with the business. 

Mr. Cumming alleges in his petition that 
the partnership of Hoffman and himself 
was formed in 1889, and for a number of 
years did a prosperous business. He says 
that, contrary to agreement in the partner- 
Ship, Mr. Hoffman in 1892 established a 
restaurant in Cotbumus, Ga., and one in 
Atlanta, in which he lost several thousand 
dollars, and took the assets of the firm of 
Hoffman & Co. to pay these amounts. 

The petition further alleges that Mr. 
Hoffman will not let Cumming have any- 
thing to do with the business; that he is 
not allowed to inspect the books, and is 
not told of the management of the business. 
He says that he was taken sick in April, 
and had to remain away from the business 
for some time, and that the rupture between 
him and Hoffman occurred at that time. 

The assets of the business are supposed 
to be about $5,000, but the liabilities are not 
stated. It is alleged in the petition that a 
short time ago Hoffman bought 100 barrels 
of whisky without the knowiedge of Cum- 
ming. The saloon is located at 51 South 
Broad street.

Was unusually large for the past week, 
although in the last three days only two 
Inen have dleg from the maiady. 

Thirteen soldiers have passed away gince 
las: Monday, the majority of them being 
volunteers: ard nearly all having been 
taken from the hospital train that came 
from Fernandina, Fia., the first of last 
week. The churucter of the sickness that 
came on the Fernandina hospital special 
was considered much worse by the physi- 
clans at the post than that which ar- 
rived from either Chickamauga or Tampa 
Qithough there is more sickness at the last 
Named place than at Fernandina. 

For the first three days of the past week 
the moriality in the hospitals was alrm- 
ing and the physicians and hospital eorps 
Were kept busy continually taking pre- 
enutions against the spread of typhoid 
fever in the recruit camps. No serious 
danger threatened the camp, however, on 
account of the splendiq sanitary conditions 
maintaine] at the barracks, but some un- 
eas'ness was felt by the’officers responsi- 
bie fer the health of the recruits. 

Yeste.cey only one death occurred in 
ony of the hospitals, that of Frank J. 
Staunard, private, in the Ninth United 
S'ates infantry, who was brought to the 
post some weeks ago in a precarious con- 
aition, Stannard dieq yesterday imorning, 
ulthough the best nursing and attention 
the hLosp'tal could afford was given him. 
Iiis bedy will probably be carried to Ma- 
rietta, Gu., today, together with those of 
several cither men who died at the post 
during the latter part of he week. 

Ladies Have Much Work. 

The laughters of the American Revolu- 
tion and the ladies who have been aiding 
tiem in the dietary kitchen at the post 
have don» ae. good week's work and have 
heen complimented highly for their ef 
forts by Major Taylor ang other officers 
of the hospital, 

Since the dietary kitchen was inaugurat- 
ed « Week ago the ladies in charge have 
served over 1,800 meals cooked with their 
own hands, and of a character the regu- 
lar army soldiers see very little of, Ail 
of the ccnvalescents have been fed from 
the dietury kitchen ang a marked iin- 
provement has been noted in the condi- 
tion by the physicians as a result of the 
change ot diet. 

The work of the ladies has now been 
eniurgcu and for the future they will 
fu:nish meals for all the patients i« hus- 
pital A and for the sick in a certain 
number of the hospital tents. This in- 
creased work will probably necessitate the 
aid of®more of the ladies in cooking, an2 
especially so since the train cook, who 
has rendered valuable service ir theo 
kitchen, will leave the post this week, 

Hospital Corps Get Uniforms. 

The members of the hospital corps at 
the barracks will receive uniforms this 
week, and all of the men will be required 
to wear the suits when on duty. Tne 
uniforms were ordered some time ago, but 
were delayed in shipment. 

Two suits will be given to each gol- 
dier in the corps, one, the regulation blue 
uniform with green trimmings, and one 
composed. entirely of white duck suit- 
ing.

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Governor MzCuitin Issues Procloma- 
tion Disfranchising Freedmen. 
South McAlester, I. T., August 14.—There 
promises to be serious troubie in the Choc- 
taw natin over a proclamation issued by 
Governor MeCurtin disfranchising several 
hundred Freedmen at the coming election 
on August 24th. On that date the question
